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FAMOUS CONJURERS. 

Wonders Performed Before Distinguicli- 
n 'ed -Delegates. 

The medium nf the present day boars 
a closer resembluuue, iu iiiethoils and 
manipulations, to llio well known 
conjurer of history, than any other 
represontativo of tho magic aria. How- 
far short he still remains of the per- 
formaffce of his prototypes is illustrat- 
ed below: In IGl.T a delegation of 
highly educated and tliatiuguishod 
men from the English East India com- 
pany visited tho Emperor Jahangir. 
While on thoir mission they witnessed 
many most wonderful performances, 
almost causing them to discredit their 
Beasea, and far beyond any hint oven 
of solution. A pnrty of Bengaleso 
conjurers and j^ugler.'^, showing their 
art before the Emperor, were desired 
topioduce upon tlio spot, and from 
seed, ten mulberry trees. They im- 
mediately planted ten seeds, which, in 
a few minutes produced as many trees. 
The ground divided over tho spot 
where the seed was phiuted.tiay leaves 
appeared, at once followed' by slender 
shoots, which rapidly gained elevation 
putting out leaves and twigs and 
branches, finaily spreading wide in 
the air, budding, blossuming and 
yielding Jfruit, which matured upon 
tho spot, and was found to be excel- 
lent." And this before the beholder 
had turned iiway his eyes. Fig, al- 
mond, mango and walnut trees were 
at tho s,ime time under like conditions 
produced, yielding the fiuit which 
belonged to each. Wonder succeeded 
wonder. The branches were filled 
with birds of beautiful plumage. Hit- 
ting about among tho leaves and sing- 
ing sweet notes. The leaves turned 
to russet, fell from their i:)laces,braijch- 
es and twigs withered, and iiually the 
trees sank back into tho earth, out of 
•which they had all sprang within the 
hour. 

The same conjurors jjo; formed a 
series of marvels. One of them pro- 
duced a chain tifty cu!)its in length. 
One end of this he threw into the air, 
-when the chain rapidly ran out its 
vl^ole length, and remained fised in 
the air as it fastened against tho sky. 
A dog was then placed upon tho chain 
when up ho ran to tho far end. Nor 
■were they seen again; and finally the 
chain was withdrawn and placed iu a 
box for eonveniettt .carriage. 

Another had a bow and about fifty 
flteql-pointed arrow.4. Ho shot an ar- 
row into tho air, wiien, lo! tha arrow 
beeauio fixed in space at a considerable 
height. Another and another arrow 
was Hont off, each liiiug itself in tho 
shSft'Of the preceding, until all formci! 
a cb&^'i of arrows in tho air, excejjting 
the last shot, which.strikiug thechain, 
brought tho whole to the ground in 
detachments. 

i Thoy sot up two common tents fac- 
ing each other, and about a bowsbot 
apart. These tents woro critically 
examined by tlie spectators, as are tho 
cabinotB of the mediums, and pronoun, 
ced empty. Tho tents were fastono(.l 
to the ground all around. Tho 
lookers on were then invited to choo.sc 
wha animals or birds they would have 
. isBtte^Jrpn^ those tents to engage in 
ija^oY Khaun-e-Jahun increduously 
asked to boo a fight between ostrichoH. 
In a few minutes an ostrich eiinie out 
from each tent, rushed to combat with 
deadly earnestness, and from them tho 
%18i)(fl b'i^iah to stream; and they were 
BO nearly matched that neither could 
the victory, and they wore at last 
separated by the coujurors and con- 
veyed within tho tonts. After this tho 
varied demands of the spectators for 
birds or beasts were exactly complied 
vfifhi alwayd with the some results.

cutting ofl' his head, as it appeared. 
They scattered thcso raem^erp ; along 
the ground for a considerable distance,

•This institution was started forty-two 
years ago, and without application, 
piir.sonally. by letter, orotherwiso, tho 
sum of i;4G7,585 was given for tho 
supp0rt.0f.tl4Q orphans \vhi9h sum in- 
cluded the building of 'five ' orphan- 
houses. In addition to tlio above sum 
there has been contributed for other 
objects £212,070. Besides these sums 
a great variety and number of articles 
of clothi-ng, furniture provisions, ifcc, 
has been contributed. Attached to the 
asylum ara seventy five day schools, 
twenty-nine Sunday schools, and nine 
aduts schools,^ entirely 8U])por.ted by 
friends of the asylum. During the 
past year the receipts exceod3d>.tho|se 
of unv previous year, and i'nciu'rfea a' 
legacy of X-i"-,()U0. 

I havo heard from a source wcich I 
have reason to trust that tho rumor 
that Q'loen Victoria had sent an auto- 
grabh letter to the Emperor ofUermuny 
is teue,,:writes the 'Lopdon^oQ^eipoq- 
dent"ot ftte^ Cihcluna'li ' 'Commercial.''

The Canadian "Thunderer" 0U;,tJie 
Tale Address. 



Gov. Richards' Eeply, and the Deputa- 
tion to tiie Premier.

Tbo 
inoi^iit has been naagnitiod into an im- 
portance it did act, porhftps, intrinsically 
desurvo, owiiig to the ht-iit'-l stiitnof fool- 
iug in Victoria at the prorteut aiomont, 
ftud Jangilugo has boon oiiipioyod by tbo 
OppoBitiou organ towiiriln His Honour 
that DO conceivublo couduot of hin wouUl 
liave,iU(itilied. But the point niisoil by 
this odbtroversj ia not oltpgethor without 
its intirtoti and a correct view of the 
duty of tue liiepi-rGovemor of a Cana- 
diiui rrovinoeiundeir'suoh oiroumstanoes 
may preVeiit diflScnlty on future occii- 
siouH. 

It appears that somo porsona iissuiuinj; 
to ^opreseut "tlio pooplu of Yalo" on tho 
mainland recently priisoutcd an uddro: s 
to tlio Lieut.-Govoruor tho sentinu ii s 
eontninud in which werd direotljr op^jO..A?d 
to thuBo of a great many of thoiif follow 
citizi'ns on Vancouver Island. After doal- 
ing witU tUo niilwuy ([iiostion at souio 
longtli t^ie udihv.ss iiuulo pointcil rc^for- 
ouco, in deprecatory tonus, to tbo i'lo- 
po'sal to adopt separation aaan aUcr.iuiivo 
for the aoceptauco of tho Garniu von terms 
pure and simple by Canada. To this ad- 
dress Mr. ItiohardB— without, consulting 
bis Ministers— replied, and it is tho fol- 
low! ug paragraph in his reply that has 
given int.rtal offencu to tho lieges of A'ic- 
toria:. "It gratitie.s mo very much to hear 
thi^y,Pjl.do, not synipathizo witli the view- 
that separation nnmi result from tho uou- 
coinS£elioeinent of tho railway on the la- 
land, and I ha\g;aii0.t^oabj» bujjrwhat your 
views are thosaentertained by the people 
of the Province at largo. In fnut, I have 
great doubt if any person really nuMU.i 
separation uuloaasueh railway i-s be;,'un." 

To the world beyond tbo luiiin ol \'aii- 
cquver's Island tho foregoing oxju-eiisiDii 
of;qi>iuion does not soom a very serious 
matter, :It could nave no inlluouce what- 
ever '"'hpon the pendnig negoiiations or 
controversy; .oificiolly, the Lienttnaut- 
Governor has no power of giving effect to 
his opinions except as they may be in ac- 
cord with those of his re.sjionhiblo advis- 
ers. And it may Ivj that tho very fiu;t of 
Mr. Richards phudiig only a duo value 
upon his own utterances in the premises 
may have led him to reply to the address 
•with little regard for constitutional usage 
and iHTecedoBti . Bu.t, on.the other h^Qd, 
the document, whatever it may have beoifi 
worth — whether it really reprt senteil the 
views of "tho people" of tLo electoral dis- 
trict of Yale, which baa a population of 
1,31(3 andan^eleetorate of lH'j persons, or 
WRs, as is broadly asserted by tbo Opposi- 
tion organs, 'dh ft par with tUo celebrated 
pronanciamento of tho "three tailors of 
Tooley street," who once spoke for ''the 
people of Engljind"— did profess to deal 
directly with a most vexed and exeitiiig 
topic, one that is inlimatuly eonnecteil 
with local politics, and coneeruin;-,' which 
public feeling is as exj)losive as yuiipuw- 
der. And there was of course tho danger 
that the people who read the .Lieuteoant- 
Qovemor's answer wonld take it for grant- 
ed' that he was uttering tho sentiments of 
his advisers as well as, if r.ot ratbor than 
his own. Tho ^^i^istry now in power 
have very active and aggreHsiv(! 0])ijou 
ents, who were sure to take advantage of 
any implied variation of tho Government 
from the popular i)rogramme which they 
have bitborto hedn siippo.sed to oudor.se. 
Whore addresses are of other tlian a 
purely complimentary character, and es- 
pecially whore they touch upon aught of 
apolitical nature, it seems to u:s tlnit no 
action should be taken by tho Uouteu.Aut- 
Governor except by and with the know- 
ledge and aijprovftl of the Ministers for 
the time being. Thoy nuist bo suiiposcd 
to know what weight is to bp attuched to 
sueh communications as the Yale Mdt ess; 
they can best decide upon the terms in 
which any expressicjiis of public opinion 
should be mei; and they havn a riglit to 
expect that, ko long (is he retains them in 
his confidence, tho Lieutentunl-Governor 
shall do nothing tbat may by any oljanoe 
place him l)«;fore the public in a position 
o( antfigonism to: themselves, ^[r. Bicli- 
aids was, the'refbro. with excellent inten- 
tions, probably guilty of an iiniiablo in- 
dibcretion in sending tho reply without 
consulting Mr. Elliott, tho head of his 
tCabioet, although atauothcr time and un- 
tier dill'erout circutustauces it is (piiie 
possible the technical broach of a sound 
roie .woald hair.ecbeen overlooked or very 
rfililly criticized. 

As it was, however, tbo diflienlty that 
might have been foreseen n :iily oneurreil. 
Tho "Carnarvon tllulj" dein.uidcd an in- 
terview with Mr. I'lliiolt "on bu.siness of 
groat public iinportuiu'.e," and on receiv- 
}nR a depptutiou tho Premier was at onuu 
c£Sfronted^»rith the qnestidtt; "Did^tho 
government endorse tbo sontiments ' ex- 

?ressed in the reply to tho Yale address?" 
'o thiltei)iquiry J\lr. Elliott answi;red in 
the negative, although he remarked that 
ffie address was of a mixed luitiue, eon- 
taining "a little good mid a greut deal of 
(Sfa^i&tfotmbte ,ohar4oter,''.Qr, us ho might 
«§^Mfi«rifct? VdldKlp^nr^tH of 
bread and an intolerable deal of sack." 
"The Ministry," Mr. Elliott went on to 
say, "wore aiinoybd nt tlio reply of tlio 
liiout. -Governor to tho Yalo address. 
His Honor did not consult hiiu (Mr. E ] 
on tho matter. If bo had thought tit to 
lie guided by the humble advice that 
would huvu beoxi! ^Hoa ^itaYhAd-it been 
askod for, the document in question 
would never have been forwarded." As 
n matter of fact, I\Ir. Elliott did not see 
the document until it appeared in a local 
' newspaper. 

The n atter might have boon dropppil 
hero but for the zcul of tho deputation, 
Tr'aich led them to urgo Mr. Elliott noti 
merely to repudiate tlio responsibility of 
what Uio Ijieut. (iovernor had Kaid, bul, 
"to niako His Honor take back his worus 
or slop his supplii s." UufoJtunatoly f .r 
this elfort to make history repeat itself. 
■iBo Ii%i8lalure in which Mr. Elliott en- 
joys the- confidence of a majority does 
iior,<a^>h'e reminded the deputation, vote 
His Honoris etipeod, vM^oh is paid under 
b&l lite b/ 'tbfr' Gf OTomment - at Ita Wa.^ 



I, at the vigorously enthusiastic constitu- 
tiiiuists were not to bo outgeneralled . 
"Could not tho lloiuo Legislature," thoy 
asked, "refuse to jiay tlio salary of Mr. 
Rieia.fls' Private Htic;e^ary, or to supply 
materials to the gubevna^iorial residence?" 
Mr. Ediott was for tho:ina9ment;.staggored 
but ho was eciualto the emergency. His 
answer was a. inaaval of diplomatic adroit- 
ness. "He had hardly autiei])ated any 
sncli (luestion." "Ho lioped that before 
the llons(! mM again tlio railway dillieul- 
ty would bo so arraiig(!d that iiddreLsos 
and replies wouhl be easily forgotten. Ho 
could not say at a moment's notice whiit 
the Government might or might<DOt;do-if 
no satisfactory settlement Weri amved. 

He did not rudely di.speUthe.Ble8§ftnt, 
conviction that, if tho Lieutenant Gover- 
nor did not "take back" his reply to "the 
people of Yalo," ho would in future bu 
compelled to write his owuroplios. for no 
secretary should bo'p.rovided with the 
people's money to do bis behests; or that, 
like some contumacious tenant, ho 
might bo ousted by tho cnttiii'gr off of 
his gas or water supply, the curtailment 
of his fuel, or even, in cuso of need, the 
unrnoting of Government House. Diit 
Mr. lOlliott hopes nothing so uupleasaut 
may bo noedful, although, if nee Iful, be 
ominously hints ho cannot fay what might 
or might not be done.

In the present instance, 
however, it was ])rol)ably (piite unnocos- 
saiy to do more than register a mild jiro- 
test against an ai!t that, while in il:-.o!f not 
wurthy to bo the ueeasion of a crisis, 
might" still, if uunoticfd, supply an iu- 
conveDiont precedent. — Toronto Olobe.
